It Is about time for 
Twin Falls to overhaul the system of charity 
drives liLSofar as possible, whether It Is done 
with some new and larger set-up such as a 
United Fund, or by some other method. 

While wo take no issue whatsoever with the 
merit. of the nationwide campaign against 
polio, It does serve as an example o( Intensive 
solicita tion. No doubt It is brought about In 
pari at " Icasfby— the— compeUUo n . n L othe r, 
organizations " waging their campaigns for 
public funds. If all such campaigns are to be- 
come as hard hitting and far flimg as the 
recent polio drive, however, it will be almost 
more than the people can bear and the Ir- 
rlt£itlon of It all may drive them to revolt.
